Two-Player Version 

Throughout a series OS karate matches at various locations, your objective is to flatten your 
opponent as often and as quickly as you can, by deftly executing the kicks and punches at 
your command. 

Each match consists of a series of rounds amine picturesque settings. Two points win a 
round and two rounds [out of three) win a match. The winner of a match earns 'he exclusive
